WIDOW OF FORMER PRESIDENT Is | 
ALARMINGLY SICK, 


Complication of Diseases, It Is Feared, 


‘Summoned by Telegraph to Bedside | 
of Mother—Confined to Her Bed 
Nearly All the Time Since She Wins 
Attacked by Serious Tllness While 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 18,—Mrs, Ulysses 
8. Grant, widow of the former president of 
the United States, is dangerously ii} at her 
home in thie city, She hag been suffering 
with a severe attack of bronchitis for some 
time, and now valvular disease of the heart, 
with kidney complications, has developed, 
and the gravest apprehensions of the opt- 
come are felt.. 


‘A sudden change for the worse in her con- | 
, dition took place late last night, and she | 


grew worse today. Drs. Gardner, McDon-

Three Children Are Summoned. 

Telegrams have been sent to Mrs, Grant's 
sons, Gen. Fred D, Grant, commander of the 
department of Texas; Ulysses: 8. Grant Jr., 
and Jesse Grant, both of whom are at San 
Diego, Cal., notifying them to come at once 
to Washington. Mrs. Sartoris, a Cangier, 
is at Mrs. Grant’s bedside. . 

After the physicians made their call, seit. 
ly before 11 o'clock tonight, it was stated 
that Mrs. Grant was a little better than she 
was earlier in the day. It was stated that 
it was possible that she would not survive 
the night. She is in a feeble condition and 
the severe drain that the bronchitis has made 
upon her system precipitated an old trouble. 
. with the heart. 


Taken Ill While in Canada. 

Mrs. Grant spent last.summer at Coburg, 
Canada, but her condition at that time was 
far from good. She was taken quite ill in 
October and on the advice of her physicians 
there was hurriedly brought to Washing- 
ton in a special car, arriving here on the 
seventeenth of that month. She has been 
confined to her bed most of the time since 
then, although on several occasions she has 
succeeded in walking about the house and has 
been out of doors once or twice. Mrs. Grant 
is about 75 years old. 


Story of Mrs, Grant's Life. 

Mrs, Julia Dent Grant was born in Mis- 
souri, where, in the early history of that 
state, her father, Judge Dent, occupied a 
prominent place in political andsocial circles. 
Her brother was a classmate of Grant's at 
West Point, and it was through this fact that 


Julia Dent became acquainted . with the * s 
young Meutenant' who afterwards became, | 


first the commander in chief of all the union 
armies during the civil war; and after- 
wards occupied the White house. 

Mrs. Grant's own etory. of her acquaintance 
and marriage to the general and thefr life 
before and after the clvil war hag been writ- 
ten.

As a Soldier’s Wife.

“Capt. Grant, however, was a better sol- 
dier in time of war than of pea He was 
happy in the fight and the din of Dattle, but 
restless in the barracks. He resigned from 
the army, and took a plantation in Missouri, 
and went to farming. That was the first 
real domestic life we had experienced since 
our marriage. 

‘* My tenderest memories cluster round the 
old farm. It was there our children were 


born, and it was the first place the captain | 


and I had that we could call ‘ home.’ 

*“ When the civil war broke out Capt. Grant 
drilled a company and volunteered his sery- 
ices. He could no more resist the sound ofja 
fife or a drum or a chance to fire a gun than a 
woman can resist bonnets, 

“His achievements in. that war are an 
old story, and any soidier’s wife and chil- 
dren must suffer, and fear, and hope as we 
did then. We did not waste our time in use- 
less wailing, however. We could not go to 
war, but ours was the soldier spirit, and our 
hands were busy working for the men at the 
front. 

“It was some time before my husband 

would consent to my joining him, and then 
with what eagerness I took up life at his 
side in a soldiers’ camp! I did not miss the 
comforts, the anxiety was so greatly les- 
sened, and who could think of luxuries with 
cannons booming and bullets flying, and the 
strains of martial music swelling every fiber 
with patriotism? 
“TI shall never forget Vicksburg. It fs as 
vivid as if it were yesterday. I not only see 
it, like a brilliant panorama, but there are 
times when the whole scene recurs to me 80 
forcibly that I almost hear it again. 

“That was the general's greatest battle, I 
believe. But we wore all thankful when it 
was over, when peace came, and the blood- 
shed ceased. I grieved for them all, the blue 
and the gray, for both colors covered hearts , 
that were loyal and loving; hearts which, 
when they ceased to beat, threw -homes, 
whether eoutnern or northern, into deepest 
mourning. 


In the White House.

He 
declared that he was as much in love with 
hard work as ever, and with difficulty con- 
ceived himself as being a man of leisure, 
But he says he sees that the young man in 
business js becoming more of a factor than 
ever, and the older men must give way to 
new blood, fortified with young energy and 
new ideas, 

Mr. Hill's retirement will not be in the 
near future, however. The man who had 
stich a great part in building up the north- 
west does not consider himself worn out, 
and he will hold his place among the great- 
est railroad men in this country for some 
time. But he is preparing to relinquish 
gradually the more strenuous of his duties, 
placing competent men in charge as sad finds 
them. 

Says Young Man Is King. | 

“The young man ie king of the day,” sald 
Mr. Hill yesterday. “He ie pushing aside 
the old man. New ideas, daring, ability to | 
grasp a situation and act on it, make him a 
power to be reckoned with. I am going to 


‘In time I will give up my work and spend 
the rest of my days.in ease. I cannot do it 
all at once. I am deep in many things and | 
some of them wiil want my hand for the rest 
of my days. I think I havea right to a rest, 
for I have worked long andhard. My sons 
have grown to manhood, and they should 
take an active part. And they do, for my 
boys have worked hard, starting in at the 
first rung of the ladder and going up step by | 
step. 

‘When I started them in I gave them the 
lowest places I could find, and werned them 
that they would get fired just as quickly 
as any other fellow on the road.

IN WEST SIDE MANHOLE, 


Blind Animal Falls Through Opening 
and Lands on Its Back, Pinioning the 
Men—All Rescued Unhurt. 


A blind horse fell through a manhole at 
Congress and Morgan streets yesterday aft- 
ernoon, landing on its back upon four.men 
who were working there. A rope wae tied 
around the horse’s neck and its shoulders 
were raised enough so the men could crawl 
out and climb to the street. All were un 
injured. 

A derrick was then brought, and after 
three hours’ work the horse was raised to 
the surface, shivering with cold, but unhurt.

To sickness and death of the natural family 
bread winner Supt.

“The average family found in destitution, 
in a state of discouragement and resignation 
to their lot of poverty, can almost invariably 
be traced back to one cause—sickness and 
death. There is sickness, then doctor bills, 
then destitution, or there is sickness, death, 
and doctor bills afterwards, followed by utter 
destitution.

ANTI-TRUST HEARING OPENS. 


- Morrell Explains Bill to House Commit- 
tee and Says President Urges 
Legislation. _ 


Washington, D. C., Dec. were 
begun today before ‘the subcommittee on ju- 
@iciary of the house on the anti-trust bills. 
Representative Morrell of Pennsylvania, 
who has introduced a resolution appropriat-. 
ing $260,000 for the use of the attorney gen- 
eral in enforcing the Sherman anti-trust 
law, stated that he had shown his resolution 
to the attorney general, who, he said, was 
favorabie to it. Mr. Morrell also said that 
he had shown the resolution to the president, 
who authorized him to say that he was 
heartily in favor of its provision. 

Representative Gillett of Massachusetts 
explained the purpose of his bill, which pro- 
vides for the seizure and condemnation of 
any property “‘“owned or manufactured. 
under any contract or by any trust or com- 
bination or pursuant to any conspiracy for- 
bidden by laws of a state and being in the 
course of transportation from such state 
to another state.’ 

A maximum penalty of $20,000 fine or five 
years’ imprisonment is imposed. 


PANAMA PEACE TREATY TERMS. 


State Department Comes Into Posses- 
sion of Paper Which Terminated 
5 Last Rebellion. 


Washington; D..C..,. Dee. 18.—For the first 
time the state department has come into pos- 
. session of the details of the treaty of peace 

which termirated the last rebellion upon the 
tsthmus of Panama. This was. signed on 

board the flagship Wisconsin, which the sig- 
natories quaintly state was “‘ gallantly placed 
at the. disposal of the undersigned by Rear 

Admiral! Silas Casey.” 

The.treaty, according to the preamble, was | 
drawn, not.only to secure the reéstablishment 
of peace, but to “ carry to a happy terminus 
the negotiations upon the Panama canal.” 

The articles in substance provide that the 
government shall immediately re#stablish 
public order, except in districts where the 
revolutionary forces do not wish to receive 
the treaty. There is to be a genera! amnesty 
and an abolition of extraordinary war con- 
tributions and imposts. The supremacy of 
civil law.is to be established. 

An election for members of congress is to 
be held, which the government guarantees 
shall be fair and pure, and the congress elect- 
ed is to consider three important subjects— 
namely: the Panama cana! negotiations, 
reforms of the electoral system, and the re- 
form of the monetary system.

LONDON, Dec. 13.~The education bill 
in its final stages, and the adjournment of 
parliament, after the dullest ‘of recent ses- 
sions, is in sight. Lord Rosebery’s wooing

The e@ucation bill has-ndt been essentially 
altered by the house of lords.; The Kenyon- 
Slaney clause has been clarified, rather than 
modified, by an amen@ment.

British Plan to Provide Naval 


Met With 


Commissions for Men from the 
Ranks Likely to Be Unpopular, 
Both in Foreeastle and Ward. 


Such Officers in «Maintaining: 
Discipline and in Social Inter~ 
} course Make Their Positions | 


ESPITE the fact that two 
such distinguished admirals 
as Sir Howard Freemantle 
and Sir John Hopkins have 
giyen their indorsement to 
the bill which Lord Sei- 
bourne, as head of the Eng- 
lish navy department, is 
about to submit to parlia- 
ment providing for the an- 
nual grant of a certain num- 
ber of commissions to petty 
and warrant officers, the 
project is certain to meet 
with a great deal of opposi- 
tion, which is likely to come 
from before the mast instead 
of from the quarter deck. 
The scheme, of course, ap- 
peals to those democratic in- 
stincts which progress and 


lightenment are continual.y developing in 


he,minds even of the aristocracy and roy- 

ty of the old world. But it is doubtful 

hether it will be popular with the rank and 

le of the navy—that is to say, with the 
class of men for whose benefit it is devised 
and whom it is intended to encourage. In 
fact, it is likely to prove just as difficult to 
operate with any degree of satisfaction or 
guccess in the marine as in the military 
forces of the empire. * 

It has been tried in the English army, 
and the results have not been such as to en- 
courage the application of these methods of

‘mates, and therefore certain to have a keener 
insight into the failings of the men and less 
indulgence in dealing with them than the 
officer who has received his nh on 
joining the army. 

He is disposed to severity rather than 
to leniency, and as an illustration of what 
I mean I would merely call. attention 
to the fact that In ‘all the cases of exag- 
gerated punishment and of maltreatment of

So thoroughly ie this condition of affairs 
appreciated in Germany, which is rec- 
ognized as possessing the finest military 
organization in the world, that it is 
exceedingly rare that a corporal or a 
sergeant ever receives promotion to, the rank 
of commissioned officer.

standing that it involves their transfer from 
the army to the constabulary. -

But 
the officers whom I have in mind are those 
who, being of humble birth, and without 
any exceptiona) advantages of education, 
have won a commission by some gallant 
deed or by long and meritorius service. With 
the solitary exception of Gen. Sir Hector 
MacDonald, who started life as an e 
boy in a village shop in Scotland, was 
sentry outside the tent of King Edw 
when the latter visited India as princ - 
Wales, twenty-seven years ago, and is - 
general commanding one of the military uis+ 
tricts in India—a typical Scotchman, of rare 
forca of character—the position of the officers 
promoted from the ranks has been one not 
only painful to themselves but likewise to 
‘their messmates, no matter how kindly th 
latter may have been finpcsed | tow 
them.

quence. is that they are never at ease, but 
constrained, reserved, and uncongenial, dis- 
couraging perhaps unintentionally the ad- 
vances made towards them. Ofcourse, when 
they happen to be married, or even if they 
have relatives visiting them, the situation 
becomes still more difficult. For, as a rule, 
the wives of the officers of a regiment form, 
so‘ to speak, a clique or set of their own, like 
some big family, and itis not always possible 
to introduce with success into such a little 
world as this a woman devoid of the ad- 
vantages of birth and breeding. The result 
of all this is that when an officer has risen 
from the ranks he seldom remains for any 
length of time with his regiment, but soon 
seeks some separate assignment, which will. 


have the effect of enabling him to get away 


from his fellow officers and from their fami- 
lies, condemned in that case to lead arm even 
still more solitary life, since his rank as a 
commissioned officer and the care which he

to the importance of the matter which he is 
perusing, who can float lightly over passages 
which do not concern him and plod con- 
scientiously through-passages which do con- 
cern him, who has acquired the power of 
rapid survey without losing the power, 
whenever it is necessary to exercise it, of 
accurate insight. This kind of reading ma- 
chine, capable of being adjusted to any re- 
quired velocity and to-any required dégree 
of thoroughness, will do more work in a day 
than any other kind of reading machine that 
can be devised. 

It remains true, that most 
skip and skim uninfelligently. They fall 
into ways which are fatal to mental health. 
They become too cursory. Such people 
should give their paper more than twenty 
minutes a day. They need not read every- 
‘thing that the paper contains. The head- 
lines will enable them to pick out those arti- 
cles which are of particular value to them. 
Other people will pick out other articles. 
That is the plan on which the daily paper is | 
constructed. It is not meant in all its parts 
for all péople. What it attempts to do is to 
give each of its readers the things which he 
is interested in. When he has found those 


less he does he will find that his acquaint- 
ance with current events is exceedingly un- 
satisfactory. The farmer who plows 
through the columns of his paper with much 
more care than speed is, of all men in the 
country, the best informed on many subjects 
of political moment. The thing we need is, 

perhaps, not that newspaper reading should 
be less absorbing but that it should be more 
discriminating. 


THE GENUINE COLLECTOR. 

One of the most attractive books of this 
season in the English market is Rariora,” 
being notes of some of the printed books, 
manuscripts, historical documents, medals, 
engravings, pottery, etc., collected during 
the last forty years by John Eliot Hodgkin, 
F.S. A. The three volumes of this sumptu- 
ous work, which are finely printed and beau- 
tifully illustrated, are a catalogue, and yet 
something more than a catalogue, as they 
contain a large number of notes and criti- 
| cisms, the work of a scholar who has lived 
intimately for nearly half a century with his, 
treasures. 

So extraordinarily rich is Mr. Hodgkin’s 
collection, and so admirable in conception 
and execution is the catalogue, that the 
English papers give it the place of hénor-in 
their literary matter as well as unusual 
space. Evidently he belongs to the class 
of collectors who are born, not made, who 
not only have the desire to acquire but the 
instinct to‘acquire the right thing and the 
scholarship to appreciate it. Indeed, Mr. 
Hodgkin has unearthed an old collector, 
Thomas Hearne, whose prayer of simple 
thankfulness is still extant in the Bodleian 
and reads thus:

and high thinker.” He was not widely 
esteemed in his time, for the time was not 
ready for him. In religion he was consid- 
ered even more dangerous than an agnostic, 
and many would have liked to call him what’ 
they thought him to be—ah infidel.. Some 
even regarded him a much more dangerous 
man in the pulpit than Theodore Parker. 
The theological lines at that time in New 
England were closely drawn, and he who 
was not “ orthodox” in the New England 
sense was outside the pale. But Emerson 
lived nearer than Parker did to. the time 
when his critics caught, up, and’ came so 
near to him as to acknowledge that most of 
his views were half truths. and many of 
them whole ones. This is one of the re 
venges of time and compensations of prog- 
ress, even though the victim himself may not 
live to enjoy them. HEmerson’s philosophy

Latest Plan in the South’ to Curtail 


Liberties of the Black

EPRESENTATIVD BLACKBURN of 
the Georgia legislature says that the 
first. bill to be introduced when: that 
body convenes in January will be one 
providing for a “ patrol system” in 

the agricultural districts of the state which 


he has drafted and sent copies to the other 
members of the legislature, provides that 
the grand jury of each county be empowered 
to select seven patroimen from each pre- 
cinct to see that negroes out of employment 
or those wandering about the country be 
arrested and compelled to serve a period not 
exceeding six months at work on the county 
roads. ; 

The patrolmen so appointed are to receive 
little pay for their work—$20 per month. But 
they are to be exempt from road duty, jury 
service, and poll tax. They are to watch the 


prowling about are to be taken to the nearest 
calaboose. In order that there may be no 
mistake, negroes must provide themselyes 
with a certificate of character, which may 
be had from the sheriff of tlé county or 
from the nearest justice.of the peace. This 
certificate must say upon what farm the 
bearer is employed, whether he owns prop-

Sing Old Song Again, 


In the corn and cotton flelds. of the gulf 
states today may be heard negroes chanting 
a song familiar to-all a third of a century 
ago which runs: Pad? | 

“O,run,niggerrum - | 

For the patrol’ll catch you, 
Run, nigger, run, 


It’s almost day. 
And the nigger ran, and, — 
And the nigger flew; 
He ran so fast that he lost his shoe. 
O, run, nigger, fun,”’ etc., etc. 
When slavery existed it was notan uncom- 
mon thing for dad slave. to get away from his 
quarters after dark and visit some of his ac- 
quaintances.on the adjoining plantation. 
Sometimes they would sit up all night,'and 


the day. A patrolman was employed on 
every big farm to see that the slaves kept to 
their cabins after supper. <A violation of 
this injunction met with severe corporal pun- 
ishment. The contemplated law of Georgia 
is not far removed from the plantation sys- 
tem that existed before the emancipation 
declaration. 


Say It Would Prevent Crime. 


The excuse for the Georgia plat, ss given 
by Mr. Blackburn, is that “ with this patrol 
system in vogue, many of the horrors inci- 
dent to a life in the country will be: disal- 
pated; in fact, nearly all crimes start in 
idleness. Let him who is without means 
begin to idle and it is but a short step to the 
lane that leads to every known vice and 
crime; and the system that checks idleness 
saves the citizen from this menace to his 
personal and pro rights. With the 
patrol law in forced no criminal or ‘vagrant 
could traverse one county before being over- 
taken. Again, the existence of this law once 
becoming known would deter crime.”" Mr, 
Blackburn says he has enough votes already 
pledged to secure the enactment of his bill; 
that the senate will readily concur, and that 
the governor will sign the measure. ; 

The blacks of Georgia are seriously oppos- 
ing the bill. They are now preaching against 
it in the pulpits of Georgia, and the minis- 
ters of the colored churches are inveighing 
against it In every district in the state. They 
contend that it will be an indignity upon 
their race—so much so that strife will fol- 
low the arrest of every person whose only 
crime is that he has not a certificate.of gaod 
character signed by some of the county offi- 
eials. They have consulted legal authorities 
and have been told that the Supreme:court 
of the United States would declare such an 
enactment unconstitutional at once. The 
blacks are therefore collecting a fund to have 
the law tested as soon as it is put upon the 
statute books. They claim that it is the 
nearest approach to a monarchical form of 
state government yet devisedbyman. 

Traveling Their Recreation. | 

The rigid enforcement of such an.act as 
the patro!] law would necessitate the bufld- 
ing of many additional jails. The popula- 
tion of Georgia is almost equally divided 
between blacks and whites: Few of the 
hired farm laborers are white. The negroes 
piow the fields, plant the corn and cotton, 
and do the heavy work on-all.plantations. 
On Saturday afternoons and Sundays they 
go traveling from one part of the county 
to another, visiting friends here or going 
to church some distance from their homes. 
Under this law all males above the age of 
16 years could be halted and ‘made to show 
their passports. 

In the last ten years hundreds of negtoes 
in. Georgia have bought homesteads and 
are now saving money. These would not be 
exempt. The law makes no exceptions. 

Mr. Blackburn asserts that four-fifths of 
the assaults made upon defenseless women 
of his state have been committed by negro 
strangers to the community in which the 
crime was committed and that with hia 
patrol system in operation vicious negroes 
could not travel about as they are now do- 


ing. Mr. .Blackburn claims that he has) 
written to a number of public men through- 


out.the south and that most of-the replies 
he has received encourage him to go ahead. 
He thinks if his plan should operate to the 
benefit of Georgia that all the other states 
in the south will quickly adopt his plan. 


Curtailing Negroes’ Liberty. 

For the last five years the influx of ne-_ 
groes into Arkansas and Texas from Georgia, 
Alabama, South Carolina, Notth Carolina, 
and Tennessee has been enormous. The 
pasenger trains now going west from these 
states are thronged with negro emigrants 
who are seeking homes where their political 
and social conditions will be less severe than 
in the states mentioned above. It is almost 
impossible for a black man to yote In many of 
the southern commonwealths. Mississippi 
held her constitutional convention ten years 
ago and adopted as one of her organic laws 
these provisions applying to registration: 
A qualified elector is one who has lived in his 
state for four years; in his county and pre- 
cinct for two years. He must be able to 
read the constitution of the United States 
and produce his poll tax receipt for the cur- 
rent year and the year previous, both 
amounting to $8. In addition he is bothered 
with the cumbersome Australian ballot box. 
Louisiana followed Mississippi, then came 
South Carolina and the other southern states, 
with the exception of Texas and Arkansas, 
which ‘have adopted similar measures. The 
right to vote is a sacred one with the negro, 
and since the passage of these laws abridg- 
ing his privileges thousands have moved 
north and west. It is estimated that Chicago 
has received 10,000 negroes within the last 
five years simply because of the drastic 
measures aimed at them by the white citi- 
zens of their former homes. : 


Moving from Unfriendly States. 


Mississippi at present is discussing means 
of keeping the negroes from moving away. 
Emigration agents from Texas and Arkansas 
have recently been run out of Mississippi 
and warned not toreturn. But cotton pick- 
ing is about laborers all over 
the south have recei more money during 
the rall than for any season before in many 
years.

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MAN MUST SUFFER 
LIKE JEAN VALJEAN. 


4 After Life pi 
“Crime Committed Twenty- 
seyén Years Ago. 


OR twenty-seven’ years fate has been 
weaving the web that in the end was 
to entangle William H. Murray and 

' bring him to punishment for a crime 
he had tried to live down by good con- 

duct and industry. 
Like Jean Vaijean. bis fate pursued him to 
the ‘end and found him out. He has been 


- gfrested on a charge of murder and carried 


back to Illinois for trial. 

Murray killed a iman in Williamsburg, Jef- 
forson .County, 18.;-in 1875, and except for 
less than a year immediately following the 
affair has lived the rest of the time in Ten- 
nessee. There he had built up a home and | 
a good reputation. 

A few days ago Sheriff Manion and Deputy | 
Sheriff SatterfieM\ went to Tennessee with 
‘a warrant for Murray and took him hand- 
‘cuffed to the train that was to bear him.to 
‘the “ecene of hifs-early troubles. He went? 
lwithout any offer to resist, and it was with 
| some regret that the officers took the ex- 
itreme precautions they did. But Murray 
whad a record for daring, and on the books 
of the sheriff today is the story of two es- 
‘capes from prison when escape seemed tm- 
‘ possible. | 

Children Kept in Ignorance. 
“%m Tennessee Murray was known as Will- 

H. Howard. He had amassed a com- 
fortable living there and had a pleasant and 
happy home. His wife and children were 
with him, and the children knew nothing of 
the. tragedy that had darkened ' the life of 
their father ‘before they were born. It is 
still kept from them, and the wife is living 
fn the hope that her husband will be ac- 
quitted of all blame in the affair and Will 
return to his children as‘if nothing had hap- 


pened. 

William Murray and his brother-in-law, 
Joe] Woodrome, had had several little dif- 
ficulties and were not good friends. In 1874 
they had one of their not infrequent quar- 
rels, and after some hot words Murray drew 
his pistol and killed Woodrome. He fled 


Vimmediately after the killing and was pre- 


paring to leave ‘Wiliemeburs when he was 
atrested. 

Murray was iinibeitnl before a justice and 
the'facts in the case. were considered grave 
enough to justify the refusal of bond for 
the accused. So Murray was sent to jail in 
Mount Vernon, the county seat of Jefferson 
cotinty. The sheriff of Jefferson county at 
that time was John Satterffeld. He had 
known Murray in Williamsburg and was 
net disposed to tbe more severe than was 
netessary. Murray did not endure his im- 
prisonment with patience, a4 always 
yearned to regain his freedom. He had been 
a good blacksmith before his quarrel with 
the man he killed, and was accustomed to 
much outdoor work and exercise. The con- 
finement told on him and he resolved to get 
BWay as’so0on as he saw a chance. 


Wife’s Unwavering Faith. 


At bis little. homb in Williamsburg he’haa | 
left his young wifea bride of a few months. 


She believed that y had. been driven 
to do as he did and her faith in him never 
wavered. She kept in touch with him, but 
it is” not known that she urged him to es- 
cape: 

His longing for trectiom grew as time 
ed and he studied the,jail with care. 
experience as.a_ blacksmith aided him 

in“this and it was hot long before he saw 
hie chance. He oponéd the door of his ccll 
and gained the corridor of the prison. One 
man confronted him. He knocked him down 
with a blow of his fist and took the keys 
of the jail from him. As he was fleeing 
fom his prison a’ small Boy, the son or 
Sheriff Satterfield, yelled at him and threw 
stones at him to make him come back, 

it: was this boy of twenty-seven years ago 

who arrested Murray ine Tennessee after 
years of search. 

Murray after that escape did not remain 


out of prison jong. He went south’ as fasty 


as he could, but was caught at Marion, Ky.. 
and- brought to Jefferson county. Again 
hé was locked up and held a close prisoner 
far some time. His conduct was such that 
after three or four months he was given 
more freedom inside the jail. 


Escaped from Prison. 


There were several escapes made and at- 
tempted during this period, but Murray took 
n+ part in any of them. Sheriff Satterfield 
knew him to be a skillful mechanic, and on 
oné occasion engaged him to repair the dam- 
age done: by others in their attempts to get 


away. Murray took advantage of 


chance, and while he made the repairs he 
prepared a way for his own escape. When 
the chance came he disarmed his guard and 
got away. 

The sheriff searched and searched, and 
fihally.passed the quest on to his son to con- 


» tinue. 


. Murray® hdd vanished and-could not be 


found. His young wife soon followed him |. 


away from Williamsburg, but where she 
Pade could not be learned by Sherif Satter- 
e

There is no set schedule of prices for stands, 


as they are termed. A stand is solely and 
simply the privilege of remaining in front 
of a certain place without the fear of being 


away. For this security the faker pays’ 
various sage Sometimes it is the proprie-. 
e 


tor of the store or saloon in front of which 
he is stationed, and again the fee goes into 


the pocket of an alderman or a policeman. 


In these cases it is hard to show that this is 
done, and the faker is the first to deny ‘any 
such transaction. But it is a well understood 
fact that this is often the practice. 


Tricks to Tempt the Public. 
Once having his preliminaries all fixed, the 


faker gts right down to the actual work 


of his Lusiness. It is his object from that 


. time on to display his wares in the most 


tempting manner, and get the most for them 


that he can. A favorite practice is to let 


some cheap little mechanical toy run about 
under the feet of passing pedestrians, and 
then, when some careless person steps on it, 
to demand about four times its value for it. 
But, as a rule, the only object is to sell. 

The code of the cult demands that all evi- 


dence of a flourishing trade must be avoid- 


ed, and the true faker seldom keeps more 
than two or three of his trinkets in sight 
of the public at one time. As soon as the 
stock on hand is exhausted he brings out 
some more from a mysterious box hidden 
away ina dark spot. . 

There is a tradition that the original faker 
sprang. up in New York City some years 
ago, in the person of an east side boy, who 
thought it a clever idea to peddle things in 
public. He started with a tray full of cheap 
pocket knives, and took his stand on one 
of the main downtown corners. There he 
built up such a trade that he soon had a 
whole army of assistants, and a bank ac- 
count that he would not have dreamed of a 
year before. : 

Outfitters Busy All Year. 

In this way, it is said, the art of selling 
small toys was started. It is as good an 
origin for it as any other, and need not be 
disputed seriously. One thing, however, is 
now certain, and that is that the business 
has become a well defined one, and has in 
it mén who do nothing else but outfit fakers. 
To them goes the bulk of the profit. as they 
are in the business all the time, while the 
faker is content to make his Christmas 
profit and then retire in comfort for a rest.

But no one of the feline fam- 
ily can daunt Miss Emma Ford, a Chicago wom- 
an who makes a specialty of persuading cats 
and kittens to pose gracefully. 

_ When a fond mistress brings her pet kitten to her Miss 
Ford uses all the stratagem she can muster in dealing with 
the animal. Every one Knows the many artifices photogra- 
phers resort to when photographing babies. Miss Ford treats 
her cat subjects in a like manner. She places pussy on’ a 


table or chair and sets out to amuse her exactly as though — 


she were playing with a child. Miss Ford has dolls of all 
sorts and descriptions. Cats are fond of dolls. But those that 
serve their purpose best are those which will squeak when 
squeezed or will clap their hands. These interest pussy ex- 
ceedingly and divert her attention from the object of her 
visit to the studio. When the doll squeaks or a rattle shakes 
then is the critical moment, and pussy’s picture is taken be- 
fore she can realize how it happened. It is never possible to 


make a time exposure while photographing a cat unless she 


be asleep. The more rapid one makes the snap shot the more 
likely he is to obtain a good result. 

_-While this sort of cat, who is tricked into gubmiasion, is 
often met, she is an exception to the general rule. Usually the 
mistress is mortified and sometimes brought to tears by the
